Governor  Dummer  opened  its  188th  year 
on  Tuesday,  September  19,  with  a  capacity 
enrollment  of  208  boys. 

This  year  eighteen  states  and  two  foreign 
countries  are  represented  on  the  Academy's 
roster;  and,  as  usual,  a  large  proportion  of 
the  resident  students  come  from  outside 
New  England.  There  are  twenty-seven  from 
New  York,  sixteen  from  New  Hampshire, 
ten  from  Maine,  and  seven  from  Rhode  Is- 
land. Ohio  and  Connecticut  each  have  six, 
and  New  Jersey  five.  There  are  three  from 
Texas  and  Virginia,  and  two  each  from 
Illinois,  Michigan,  Missouri,  and  Vermont. 
California,  Indiana,  Maryland,  and  Pennsyl- 
vania are  represented  by  one  student  each. 

The  two  foreign  students  are  from  Italy 
and  Puerto  Rico.

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EDITORIAL 

The  1950  school  year  at  Governor  Dum- 
mer  has  opened  very  auspiciously.  The  old 
boys  have  quickly  learned  the  new  boys' 
names  and  faces;  and  the  new  boys  have 
quickly  accustomed  themselves  to  the  rou- 
tine of  the  school. 

One  very  marked  feature  of  the  present 
year  is  the  great  enthusiasm  for  sports.  Per- 
haps the  completion  of  the  new  Alumni 
Gymnasium  is  partly  responsible  for  the 
enthusiasm  on  the  part  of  the  team  members 
in  football  and  soccer;  but  the  three  bus 
loads  of  spectators  who  signed  up  for  the 
trip  to  the  opening  game  at  Groton  prove 
that  the  enthusiasm  is  not  limited  to  team 
members.

The  death  of  the  Reverend  Glenn  Tilley 
Morse  on  June  21  terminated  a  long  term  of 
service  by  a  devoted  trustee  and  a  generous 
friend  of  the  school. 

Mr.  Morse  will  be  remembered  as  the 
donor  of  the  Morse  Flag,  the  highest  award 
made  by  the  school  at  the  annual  com- 
mencement exercises.  The  flag  has  been 
awarded  continuously  since  the  150th  Com- 
mencement on  June  9,  1913,  and  except  for 
a  period  of  years  when  banking  regulations 
prohibited  it,  Mr.  Morse  has  accompanied 
the  award  each  year  with  a  gold  medal.  A 
provision  of  Mr.  Morse's  will  insures  the 
award  of  the  flag  and  of  the  medal  in  future 
years  as  in  the  past. 

Mr.  Morse  was  also  responsible  for  the 
restoration  of  the  Little  Red  Schoolhouse 
to  its  original  condition.  With  the  help  of 
Mr.  \\  illiam  Perry,  the  architect  who 
restored  Williamsburg,  Virginia,  Mr.  Morse 
had  the  old  schoolhouse  restored  in  1938 
and  furnished  it  with  authentic  school-room 
furniture  dating  back  at  least  as  far  as  the 
opening  of  the  schoolhouse  in  1763. 

For  many  years  before  his  retirement 
Academy  students  attended  Mr.  Morse's 
church  in  West  Newbury,  and  he  was 
known  and  loved  by  many  generations  of 
Academy  boys.  He  had  served  since  1913  on 
the  Board  of  Trustees.
